Smith sets her hopes high 

New Wildrose leader looks to lure on-the-fence conservatives 


The new leader of Alber¬ 
ta's Wildrose Alliance says 
she suspects many people 
are hovering between her 
party and the governing 
Conservatives and she 
plans to give voters a 
good reason to move her 
way. 

Danielle Smith won the 
Wildrose leadership on the 
weekend and is taking the 
helm at a time when polls 
suggest the party is surging 
in popularity at the ex¬ 
pense of the Tories. Wil¬ 
drose is a right-of-centre 
party which, among other 
things, espouses more 
grassroots involvement in 
decision-making. 

Smith said she gets the

sense that many people 
have bought memberships 
to both parties and are 
watching closely to see 
what happens next. 

That could be behind a 
surprise Wildrose byelec¬ 
tion victory last month 
that saw the party snag its 
sole seat in a Calgary con¬ 


stituency that had been 
held by the Tories for four 
decades, she suggested yes¬ 
terday. 

“I think that people have 
been shaken loose from 
their traditional voting 
habits, and we just have to 
earn their trust and give 
them a reason to vote for 
us again,” she said. “What 
we’re going to say is we 
want to see the Alberta ad¬ 
vantage back and that is 
going to be a message that 
resonates with Albertans.” 

Smith downplayed sug¬ 
gestions that as many as 10 
Tories could cross the floor 
to her party. The Conserva¬ 
tives hold 70 of Alberta’s 83

Pets dressed like ghosts 
and goblins strutted down 
the runway last night, in¬ 
spiring animal rights 
activists to cry foul on an 
event intended to inspire 
humane treatment. 

The first-ever Fantastic 
Furry Fashion Show was 
held by the Edmonton Hu¬ 
mane Society to showcase 
“safe and affordable” ways 
to dress up pets for Hal¬ 
loween and winter seasons. 

Voice for Animals spokes¬ 
woman Tove Reece feels 
though organizers say the 


event was well-intended, 
the practice is “simply inhu¬ 
mane.” 

“Dress yourself up and 
leave your animal alone. It’s 
just inappropriate,” she 
said. “I know it’s a money¬ 
maker and people think it’s 
cute, but you’re not really 
thinking about the animal.” 

Pet owners adorn their 
critters with costumes 
every year, regardless, EHS 
spokeswoman Shawna Ran¬ 


dolph said, inspiring the 
not-for-profit to educate on 
minimizing potential haz¬ 
ards. 

Costumes which are 
store-bought over home¬ 
made, fastened with Velcro, 
form-fitting and without 
elastics is the only accept¬ 
able way to dress up dogs 
and cats, Randolph said. 

The EHS also discourages 
pet masks or any gear acces¬ 
sories that restrict breath¬ 


ing or vision. 

The animal rights group 
feels no matter the precau¬ 
tions taken, animals prefer 
to remain unclothed. 

“The only thing animals 
should ever wear are coats 
to keep them warm,” Reece 
said. “Otherwise people 
aren’t respecting the nature 
of their animals.” 

A key component of the 
event, Randolph said, was 
to teach pet owners how to 
properly adorn their ani¬ 
mals for winter months. 

In spite of the criticism, 
Halloween costumes and 
winter gear are available 
for sale at the shelter, Ran¬ 
dolph said, adding all items 


are humane. 

“We’re surprised with the 
concern expressed. We’re 
the Edmonton Humane So¬ 
ciety and we care about the 
welfare of all of our com¬ 
panion animals. We’d never 
promote something to en¬ 
courage people to be irre¬ 
sponsible.”

As roadwork season ends 
city praises work of crews

City officials signalled the 
official close of a busy road 
construction season yester¬ 
day, and applauded crews 
for 16 completed projects. 

The year’s focus was on 
improving infrastructure 
in city neighbourhoods, re¬ 
sulting in enhancements 
both small and grand- 
scale. 

Arguably the most im¬ 
pactful endeavour was that 
of the 23 Avenue and Gate¬ 
way Boulevard inter¬ 
change. The recently com¬ 
pleted project allows for 
traffic to flow freely under 
23 Avenue. 

Construction began last 
February on the deck of 
the 120,000-vehicle-a-day 
Quesnell Bridge, which of¬ 
ficials called the “busiest 
traffic disruption” facing 


the city. 

Work is expected to 
wrap up in December. 

Preventative mainte¬ 
nance was completed this 
year in neighbourhoods in¬ 
cluding Glengarry, Elm¬ 
wood, Broolcside, Kildare 
and Forest Heights by re¬ 
sealing roads. 

Ogilvie Ridge, Sakaw, 
Meadowlark and Lendrum 
were the subject of overlay 
and reconstruction, includ¬ 
ing road and sidewalk 
repaving and replacing 
street lights. 

The 2010 construction 
season will resemble that 
of the previous year, with a 
focus on neighbourhood 
renewal, said roadways 
construction manager Bar¬ 
ry Belcourt. 

Costs are funded 
through property taxes, 
provincial funding and 
cost sharing with property 
owners.

Jail bill could 
cost millions 


Parliamentarians are in 
the final stages of passing 
a prison-sentence bill 
without fully knowing the 
price tag or the repercus¬ 
sions on prisons — despite 
a cost estimated at hund¬ 
reds of millions of dollars. 

Bill C-25 would end the 
practice of giving criminals 
a two-for-one credit for time 
served in jail before being 
sentenced. Instead, judges 
would give them a straight 
one-for-one credit. 

MPs and senators have 
not been able to figure out 
how much it will cost to im¬ 
plement, or gauge the im¬ 
pact on the prison popula¬ 
tion. Officials say they can’t 
release cost numbers be¬ 
cause of cabinet confiden¬ 
tiality. Data from Statistics 
Canada, however, point to

at least a 10 per cent in¬ 
crease in federal prison pop¬ 
ulation, and costs of over

SUDAN President Barack Oba¬ 
ma said yesterday that the 
U.S. will shift its policy toward 
Sudan to one based on work¬ 
ing with their government in¬ 
stead of isolating it.

Hundreds of thousands of 
votes cast in Afghanistan’s 
presidential election will 
be thrown out of the final 
count after a Canadian-run 
United Nations panel con¬ 
firmed yesterday the Aug¬ 
ust contest was marred by 
widespread fraud. 

The Electoral Complaints 
Commission, which is head¬ 
ed by Ottawa’s Grant Kip¬ 
pen, submitted a report that 
sources say pushes incum¬ 
bent Hamid Karzai’s share 
of the vote below the 50 per 
cent threshold needed to 
prevent a runoff. 

“We found a significant 
amount of fraud in the sam¬ 
ple we looked at,” Kippen 
said. It’s up to the Independ¬ 
ent Election Commission, 
however — a body over 
which Karzai wields influ¬ 
ence — to decide whether 


or not to order a second 
round of balloting between 
the incumbent and his chal¬ 
lenger, Abdullah Abdullah. 

Speculation has been 
rampant that Karzai may 
not accept the ECC’s conclu¬ 
sions. However, U.S. Secre¬ 
tary of State Hillary Clinton 
said the suspense would end 
today. “(Karzai) is going to 
announce his intentions,” 


Clinton said. “I am encour¬ 
aged at the direction the sit¬ 
uation is moving.” 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper also spoke yesterday 
with Karzai and urged him 
to “maintain an unqualified 
commitment to the consti¬ 
tutional democratic process 
in Afghanistan,” spokesman 
Dmitri Soudas said in an 
email. the Canadian press

n covering the Liberals 
a decade ago, I kept a 
file entitled “abuse of 
power.” Over the years 
it grew in size. In it 
were reports of opposition

Today I keep an abuse of 
power file on the Conserva¬ 
tives. It doesn’t have the 
same heft as the Liberal 
one, but it is growing rapid¬ 
ly, making unimaginable 
gains.

a sly in-and-out scheme that 
camouflaged expenditures 
so as to allow his party

. entitled under elec- 
^ tion regulations.

n’t suffer much. 
They could al¬ 
ways point to 
the Liberal 
record.

what Transport Minister 
John Baird did in the Com¬ 
mons yesterday — You guys 
did it, so it’s all right for us 
to do it. 

Charming. 

If the Harper machine 
didn’t have anything to 
hide, it wouldn’t hide it. But 
reporters trying to get de¬ 
tailed information here are 
being stonewalled. 

Back in Jean Chretien’s 
day, there was a similar 
stimulus spending contro¬ 
versy over a program called 
Transitional Job Funds. It 
led to Jason Kenney calling 
Chretien “the king of pork.” 

History stunningly re¬ 
peats itself. It isn’t as bad in 
that the Harper machine 
has nothing as serious as a 
sponsorship scandal on its 
hands. But it’s just as bad, if 
not worse, in that this is the 
prime minister who prom¬ 
ised a new way. 

He may well be haunted 
for hypocritically giving us 
the old.

CanWest provides an important lesson

CanWest Global Communi¬ 
cations will suffer yet an¬ 
other financial humiliation 
Nov. 13. That’s the day the 
company’s shares, each of 
which currently trades for 
less than the cost of a hand¬ 
ful of Skittles, will be 
delisted on the Toronto 
Stock Exchange. CanWest 
was once a champion of 
media convergence. Today, 
it is a distressed company 
that is an example of en¬ 
forced divergence, thanks 
to economic circumstances 
and hard-nosed creditors. 


CanWest’s disintegration 
has been predictable for 
some time. When you pile 
on about $4 billion in debt 
and rely on cyclical busi¬ 
nesses like broadcasting or 
newspapers, whose funda¬ 
mental business models 
are being reshaped by rap¬ 
idly changing technology, 
you’re very likely to run 
out of cash. 

But while the company’s 
descent into bankruptcy 
protection is an extreme 
case study in overambi- 
tious growth by acquisi¬ 
tion, it should serve as a 
warning to the many com¬ 
panies that have increas¬ 
ingly relied on mergers and 
acquisitions to fuel growth 
rather than building from 
the inside out. 

Particularly in the past 
decade, Canadian compa¬ 
nies have been gobbling up 


competitors at home and 
abroad. The pressure to do 
so is obvious: If you don’t 
indulge in the consolida¬ 
tion binge, your rivals sure¬ 
ly will, and they will digest 
you in the process. 

This voracious survival 
imperative has to be bal¬ 
anced against the risks of 
acquisitiveness. The com¬ 
pany you want to buy may 
not want to be bought, and 
the ensuing fight may well 
make an eventual deal far 
more costly than originally 
intended. 

If a Canadian company is 
buying a firm in the U.S., it 
will face much tougher 
compliance and legal re¬ 
quirements, and markets 
that, while superficially 
comparable to those in 
Canada, may be very differ¬ 
ent in practice. And the 
way an acquisition is fi¬ 


nanced is pivotal. If it can 
be done readily from oper¬ 
ating cash, fine, but if the 
balance sheet sinks under 
added debt, that’s another 
matter. 

Despite the risks, Canadi¬ 
an companies have healthy 
appetites. In the five years 
ended in 2008, they con¬ 
summated 6,684 deals 
worth $587.6 billion, ac¬ 
cording to figures compiled 
by investment banker Cros- 
bie & Co. In most years, 
close to half the value of ac¬ 
quisitions consist of Cana¬ 
dian companies either buy¬ 
ing foreign-owned firms ei¬ 
ther here or abroad, usual¬ 
ly in the U.S. 

Who says we’re not risk 
takers?

So, while forbidding 
employer-employee rela¬ 
tionships isn’t realistic, 
these kinds of relation¬ 
ships inherently come 
with a completely differ¬ 
ent set of playing cards.

would be far better to ad¬ 
mit these relationships 
happen and educate peo¬ 
ple about how to handle 
them responsibly. 

For starters, both par¬ 
ties need to be honest 
about their motivations. 
As the boss, are you get¬ 
ting involved with an em¬ 
ployee just because you 
wield the power to get 
away with it? If things 
don’t work out, can you 
be civil and fair or will 
you make his/her work 
life miserable? 

As the employee, are 
you doing it to get ahead?

Because unless

Nobody could accuse Joel 
and Ethan Coen of being 
sellouts. After making the 
Oscar-winning film No 
Country for Old Men and 
last year's star-laced Burn 
After Reading, the sibling 
filmmaking duo have tack¬ 
led an unlikely comedy. 

A Serious Man tells the 
story of feckless Larry Gop- 
nik, a Jewish physics profes¬ 
sor who suddenly finds his 
suburban life 
falling apart at 
the seams. Set 
in a Jewish 
community at 
the end of the 
’60s, The Co¬ 
ens not only 
avoided hiring a 
big name to play 
their lead role — they got a 
virtual unknown. 

Michael Stuhlbarg may 
have been nominated for a 
Tony Award for his work in 
theatre but the little-known 
actor auditioned for three 
roles before landing the part 
of Gopnilc. 

“By the time I got the 
phone call that said I was ac¬ 
tually going to play this 
part, it was almost like 10 
months had gone by,” said 
Stuhlbarg during a recent 
interview. 


Having originally audi¬ 
tioned for a small role, 
“maybe five weeks before 
they were going to start 
shooting, (the Coens) said, 
‘We’re going to put you out 
of your misery — you’re 
playing Larry.’ It was a long 
journey but a very fortu¬ 
itous one.” 

That’s an understate¬ 
ment. After all, not only will 
the movie introduce 
Stuhlbarg to mass moviego¬ 
ing audiences, but he got 
the fortune to watch the ac¬ 
claimed filmmaking team 
working close-up. 

“Because I was at 
the centre of the sto¬ 
ry, I got to be on set 
almost everyday,” 
said Stuhlbarg. “It 
was like being sur¬ 
prised every single 
day; I think that that’s 
the same journey that 
the character is going 
through as well.” 

While Stuhlbarg and his 
beleaguered character may 
have been surprised, the 
professional demeanor of 
the Coen Brothers certainly 
left no room for disappoint¬ 
ment. As Stuhlbarg points 
out, the most shocking 
thing about the Coen Broth¬ 
ers was their absolute pre¬ 
paredness. 

“Their job is pretty much 
done for them when they 
show up,” said Stuhlbarg.
